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lufernal Maclilncs. 
It was uot until more than two centu- 
rius after the fiimoua 5th of November 
that the idea of emxiloyinga fulminating 
procL'sa against thu t'liief of the state 
was adopted in France, where twice iu 
iwo niontlis an attempt was made to 
blow up Napoleon, at that time First 
Coiisui. It was in each instance ou the 
occasion of visiting the opera that Napo- 
li.'ou, according to tlio designs of his cu- 
eniie.s, was to be blown to jjieoes. Tho 
I'lU'i.s Opera IIouso ha.s, iu fai t, been tho 
chosi'ii Bcoue for cai'rying out a largo 
number of murderous projocta a^aLuat 
the ruler of the country. In addition to 
the, two attempts made on tho life of Nn- 
leon I., it was in front of tho opera that 
tho Orsini sliolls were thrown which so 
uearly disposed of .Vnpol(>on HI. iu tho 
year 18o7. It wn.s hoiieath tlio porticM, 
too, in the (lid ( jponi, iu the Rue Riche- 
lieu, that the Due de Berriwaa assassin- 
ated ; but it would bo too long a story 
to give even the briefest accoimts of at- 
tacks Qiade upou sovtu'oigns by ordinary 
moans. It was intended to employ 
agaiust Napoleon I. a destradtive meth- 
oil of 11 mixed kind. Rockets and gren- 
udi-s were to bo hurled from various parts 
of the theater into hi.s box. But, to iu- 
i^WTo. his death, conspirators armed with 
liugger.-i and jiistols were stationed in tlio 
corridors into which tho bo.\ opened, 
with orders to shoot and stab him, if, 
fscuping the missiles, he attempted to 
make Ins way to the outer doors. The 
ooii.spiracy, accorduig to Napoleon him- 
self, who "told tho story at St. Helena, 
was revealed by a Captain in tho line. 
" What limit is tlicre," said Napoleon, 
" to the combinations of folly oud stu- 
pidity ? This officer had a horror of me 
as Consul but adored me as Qeneroi. He 
was anxious that 1 should be torn ^rom 
my post, but he would have beon very 
BOiTV that my life should bo taken, "l 
ougfit to be uiude iirisnner, ho said, iu 
uo way injured, .r 1 .scut to the army i ' 
contintio t(i d t i ; 1 he enemies of Fram e. 
Tho.itlni (• ii.-^pu'ators laughed iu hm 
face, iii. i he saw them distribut- 

ing ilaggeis, and that they wore going 
beyuiul liis intentions, he proooedod at 
once to denounce the whole affair. " 

Tho informer having been brouglit 
before him, Napoleon at first suggesteil 
to tho i^refeet of Police that he should 
not bo allowed to go to tho opera that 
evening. It was decided, however, that 
his absence would awaken the suspieiuiiH 
of the other conspirators, and ever\- 
thing was allowed to go on as thougli 
the plot bad not been discovered. The 
sentinels outside Napoleon's box were 
ordered to lot no oue approach who had 
not the password, issued immediately 
before tho Consul's departure for tho 
opera ; for it was known tliat a certain 
number of conspirators had taken up 
their position in tho corridor to extin- 
guish the lights at tho moment when 
the rockets were lo bo tired and the 
shells thrown. The ojieru for the even- 
ing was ■' L' S floraees," a work coai- 
posed by Poi lu to a libretto founded .m 
CoiTieille's tragrdy, and tho signal lor 
action was to be the delivery of n pa.stj- 
age in which tlie Iloratii swear to con- 
quer or die. Then all the lights wore t<.) 
be put out, uud, apart from the shells 
intended for the Emperor, fire- works 
were to be cast indiscriminately about 
the theater, while the general confusi.in 
was to be increasi il by erios of " Fire ! " 
Tho loaders of tlie plot, like the claquer.n 
of the present day, hail attended the re- 
hearsal of the iip'.M'usu .M.s ti) note tile eue 
given to thorn for the grand demimstra- 
tion and attack. Bnt at tho perform- 
ance the Prefecture of Police was also 
largely represented, and tlicro were alto- 
gether upward uf '2'10 persona in the 
theater who were [layuig uo attention to 
the mnaie except wiili u view to a partic- 
ular quartet, iu which the old Horatius 
opened the piece by calling upon his 
sons to swear " que le dernier de voua 
ttcra mart on vaim/iuuir." Tho instru- 
mental infrodnetiou ti) tliw quartet was, 
however, the sij-i.nl Uiv aelinii ehosen by 
the police, antl before the singing in-t;.i;i 
the conspirators were all in cu.stodyin m. ■ 
of the vestduiles of the theater.— .V' 
Vork Ifn-ahl.

but tho keonost sceut detects nothing Li 
tho malaria in tho atmosphere. 

All may bo fragr:mco and beauty 
where yellow fever is docimatinn tin- 
poiiulation. It was tho finest parts uf 
Chicago that were ravaged by scarlet 
fever, while tho other parts wore alnio.^t 
exempt. Diphtheria has of lato years 
had proportiouallj- more victims iii tn. 
mountouious regions of jSIhssucIiub t s 
than in Boston and our larger eili.M 

T'ho fact i.., infeetioiis .li.-~.asi s euim 
of germs just as truly as Ihe pruduei.s ni 
our fields Come of the s'.-ed SI iwn, T'h -i- 
germs are almost intiiutely small i ui 
Qieir mature plants— tiiey uio strict l_v 
vegetable — have tlio jjower to multiply 
at an almost inflnito rate. Each disea.ne 
has its own genn. Smidl-pox cannot 
como from tj-phoid germs ; nor meash-s 
from scarlatina ; nor yellow fever from 
cholera — and eo universally. They mu.st 
como each from its own seed, as much 
so us wheat, com, tho apple, elm or oak. 
They cannot como without .seed, for 
science knows of no spontaneous genera- 
tion. 

But the seeds of higher order require 

food soil and otlier favoring eon^Utiou.s. 
t ifl equalljf so with the seeds of dis- 
ease. Their choicest soil is lilth, and 
there is no other favorable condition 
equal to a depressed state of one's phys- 
ical system — whether depressed by bad 
food, impure air, sousual indulgence, 
long-coutinued anxiety, fear, watching 
or undue fasting. — I'oii^A'o t'umpnnion. 

A Xattiral Curiosity. 

Oue of tho natural curiosities of Flor- 
ida is a subterranean river, which is 
known as Silver Springs. 

It babbles up in a basin nearly 100 
feet deep and about an acre in extent, 
disohorging a stream 60 to 100 feot wide, 
and extending six or eight miles to the 
Qoklahawa river. It forms a natural 
inland port, to which three steamers 
run regularly from St. John's. The wa- 
ter is so clear that it seems even mure 
transparent than air, and not only tho 
fiah that frequent it, hut overy ai-ticle on 
tho bottom, can be seen with remarka- 
ble distinctness.

Shutt, if the account before u.s is true, 
agreed to bury the body if the Indians 
would attend church in the evening. 
Having no food the Indians declined 
to comply with this request and look 
the body and buried it themselves 
according to their idea of the Christian 
burial rites. For this act, it is .said, 
they were summoned before Mr. C'roa-s 
DAILE and heavily fined. In addition 
to the money penalty they were i-e- 
quired to txliumc the bod>/ and de- 
posit it in the church, after which it 
was again interred. We hope that this 
Story may prove to be an e.xaggeration. 
Mr. Croasdaile is an intelligent gen- 
tleman and, we think, fair-minded ;

"and parcel of the su|)erstition of the 
pea.sanls: ''In 1881 the stranger is un- 
done. In (.'oreagli shall be seen the 
red beneath the green. In 1883 INlac- 
CarLhy's sjiia shall bo free. The green 
above tho red. The lion's litter dead." 
This prophecy has been printed and 
scattered far and wide through Muns- 
ter and copies of it have been sent 
to Irish members of parliament and 
and exhibited in the lobbiosoE the hou.se 
^Ir. Wm. Shaw member for county 
Cork .says the league in Timolague and 
Bandon districts are using this and 
floating legends as campaign documents 
and that by these means they have per- 
suaded hunilreds of peasants to oll'er 
armed resistance to the law which they 
think will surely end in the extirpation 
of landlordism and downfall (jf Hnglish 
rule in Ireland.

Tararna are given by tho .-Vuckland //er- 
t(W of May 23i-(l. The Tar.inn was a 
steamer belonging to the I'niou Company 
of Now Zealand. She was ein[)loyed on 
tho coast of New Zeiihind, and was run- 
ning holwcen Melbourne and Sydney on 
tho voyage on whicli she was wrecked. 
Tho iKrarna had passed down the east 
coast of New Zealand, calling at difl'eront 
points, and was between Port Chalmers 
and tlie port of Diinedin, tho last place of 
rail h,.f.)i-e going to Melbourne. U'heii 
the \ ussel tir.st struck the sea was cuiii[iar 
• Ltively calm and it was thought no lives 
would bo lost, but on account of the 
lieavy surf that breaks on that part of the 
coast there are no lifo-boats or life-saving 
apparatus iiiaintaiiiod tiiere. One boat 
which went from the vi'S.sel \v,'ls tlnven 
on the beach and broken, while the others 
could render no a.ssistaiice, and were 
picked up at sea. .V heavy swell set in 
and tho steaiuor settled down on tho 
rocks and wtis soon washed over by 
tho waves. Tho crew and passengers 
huddled at last on the foreca.stlo and 
in the ri^ttiiig, and a.s they be- 
came u.vhausied were gradually wa.shed 
into tho se;i. The vc.-,.sel struck at 5 
o'clock Friday in uning. IJy 2 p.m. all 
thn Women anil chil.lren luul been washed 
•ff tho forecastle. .V few of the strongest 
men hold on to the rigging till inuht. At 
2 o'clock Saturday morning a cry was 
heard by those on shore as the inaits fell 
into tho aoa and when morning dawned 
there wasscircoly .i vestige of tho wreck 
visible. Between GO and 70 bodies have 
come on shore most of which have been 
identified. .\ nuijnnty have been buried 
on a idcce of ground on iheroa.st. -About

A PRIEST AND A CITIZEN BRUTALLY 
ASSAULTEO. 

Ko.itmay district still maint.ains its old 
reputation for lawlessness. Situated con- 
tigiiiius to tho boundary a person who 
may have committed a crime on either 
side of the lino h.as only to cros.s to the 
other and be secure from arrest. .V few 
nloiiths ago an American named Jenkins 
enti-rcd British Columbia at Kootenay 
and engaged to assist in tho construction 
of a grist mill for Father Fouquet. After 
I working for sonic time, without tho slight- 
! est provocation he made a violent assault 
' on tnu reverend goutloinan, at the saniu 
j time using foul language and employing 
I tho most dtsgracoful threats, lie then 
crossed to a house where a citizen rosidod 
to whom ho owed sotno money, and as- 
saulted that person with a stick, cutting 
his head severely and pursuing him with 
threats of a horrible character. Tho citi- 
zen's ofienco lay in asking Jonkius for a 
settlement. After perpetrating these out- 
r,Tgcs it was with tho gretitost difliculty 
that Father Fouquot restrained the In- 
dians from attacking the desperado. The 
Oovernment Agent was appealed to, but 
gave no satisfaction. Father Fuuquet ac- 
cordingly started for Victoria, arriving 
hero about two weeks ago. Ho has had 
interviews with the Attorney General and 
laid before him all tho corrospondonco ; 
but ho has thus far boon nnablo to got any 
redress, or promise of redress, from that 
functionary. Indeed, roooipt of his last 
communication, submitted aevcr.nl days 
figo, hastiot been acknondodged. Jenkins, 
it is s.iid, has coniniittod a crime on his 
own aide of tho lino. Father Fouquet, on 
tho other hand, is a zealous missionary, 
who possesses groat influence ovor the 
savage tribes of Kootenay. Hohastnaiii- 
tained a successful mission in tho district; 
li:is kept the native tribes on terms of 
amity with the wdiites, and taught many 
of them the useful [lursuits of civilized 
life. Uu i.s entitled to every protection 
at the hands of tho authorities, and wo 
trust that he will receive it. At least he 
is entitled to tho courtesy of au answer to 
a communication wliich seriously affects 
the peace and well being of our border 
dustrict.

Selkirk range in tho elbow of 
the river they were stopped by tho snow 
and had to retrace their steps back to tho 
C^)lumbia where tho seven Indians were 
paid oU', and with tho other two tlio 
Messrs. Rogers went down tho river to 
Colvillo. Hero thoy are purposing to lay 
in a further .supply and inako another ef- 
fort to cross the .Selkirk range and get to 
H iwse P.ass. Tho prevailing iniprossion j 
is that the ronto tlinjiipli the Selkirk is j 
iiiipractieable and that therefore the whol 
project must be ultimately abnudoned.

The X7aaal Letter from Boyoni tlie 
, Pacific by tho last Chinese 
Steamer. 

San Fkaxcisco, June 13. —A letter per 
city of Pekin says: In Pokin on the 23d 
and 24th of April a disturbance took 

place at the house of tho American mis- 
sionary, who was on tho eve of his deiiart- 
ure from tho oaiiital and was selling his 
effects by auoti.jii. During the sale a large 
number of rowdies entered the house and 
grounds and were disposed to injure tho 
property. Ou being reiiuosted to leave 
the crowd went outside butsooii returned. 
The American minister, Mr. Angoll, was 
informed of tho adairaiul communicated 
with Tsung Lo Yameii, and a message was 
received from the miuistorthat stops would 
be taken in the morning to prevent fur- 
ther trouble. On tho 24th the governor 
of the city appeared with a company of sc l- 
diers and arrested tho ringleadora, when 
the mob dispersed. Forty suldiors were 
left to protect the promises, although tlie 
disturbance was virtually ended and was 
without serious result or political signifi- 
cance. 

Since tho arrival in Pekin of Tso Tsung 
Tang, who holds opinions antagonistic to 
foreigners, there has been a feeling of ex- 
citement which has undoubtedly been in- 
croasod by the death of the eastern em- 
press and illnosa of tlie emperor. 

It is stated that Hart, superinteiideiit 
of Chineso foreign custom.'!, gjos to Eu- 
rope iu connection with the railroad 
schemo lately discussed by LiHiingChang 
and Tso Tsung Tang. 

During tho first two wei-ks in M.ay Oie 
W. II. ~Besso, P. J. Carloton and X. 
Boynton sailed from Hongkong for Port- 
land, and tho Minnie CarviU for San Fran- 
cisco, leaving in berth the Taunton for 
Portland, and St. Vincent for Portland 
or San Francisco. 

A party of ten l-oroan uUiciala with a 
large suite has arrived in Tokio, their 
object being to study the development of 
western improvement iu Japan. The visit 
results from a conflict between tho pro 
gressive and anti-foreign opinion in Corea. 
The king is reported to favor ad vancomoiit 
and every facility will bo ofiiered by tho 
Japanese governinont for instruction of 
the Corean mission. 

Large amounts of silver yon aro being 
coined at tho Osaki mint for tho Chineso 
Government, supposed to bo for payment 
of Russian indemnity. Russian officials 
fearing that Chinese aycoo or weight of 
silvor may bo adulterated. 

Tho silk crop in Kakuda has sutferod 
seriously from bliglit of mulberry trees 
and frosts have caused destruction of silk 
worms. 

Toa business continues to bo very brisk. 
The City of Pekin takes a full cargo and 
more vessels than ever boforo will be dis- 
patched to Xew Y'ork liy the Suez canal. 

Shares in the grand national railway 
scheme are being eagerly subscribed for, 
government officials gladly investing their 
savings.
